The Winnipeg Commercial speaking of 
the recent movement of Canadians in the 
States to the Northwest, points out the fact 
that until the Northwest became a part of 
Canada, the surplus population of the East- 
ern provinces had no other advantageous 
outlet than to the western States, It con- 
tinues: “Then followed the opening of 
what is now Western Canada for settle- 
ment, and during the last decade or two 
the sircam of immigration from the eld 
districts of Eastern Canada has been turned 
mainly into this new portion of the Domi- 
nion.” Unfortunately this statement is 
untrue, and being untrue itis better for us, 
no matter how much we would like to hug 
the delusion, to face the cold and unaecept- 
able fact, which is that during the two last 
decades, and particularly during the last 
decade, a larger number and a larger’ pro- 
portion of Canadians have found homes in 
the United States than ever before, al- 
though the Northwest was open to them 
during that time and really offered) them 
superior inducements. If this is the fact 
and it is the fact—our true policy is to 
enquire into the reasons for it, with a view 
to remedying the evil 5 not simply shut our 
eyes to it and deny its existence, hoping 
that it will remedy itself, 
Many reasons may be and are’ given for 
the Canadian exodus of the past twenty 
years by those who acknowledye its exist: 
ence, most of which reasons are of a na- 
ture to convey no hope of a remedy, The 
BULLETIN believes that there has been an 
immense exodus; that Canada has lost more 
men and more money by that exodus than 
would have been lost in the most

ed—that is people did not remove from 
Eastern Canada to the Northwest in any 
large numbers. European immigrants na-

Tut Winnipeg Commercial remarks editorial- 
ly on the freedom from the great storm of April 
7th enjoyed by the whole Saskatchewan valley. 
The Commercial continues: The storm centre 
is invariably to the south of us. Many storms 
sweep over the States to the south of us which 
are not felt in the Canadian region at all. 
Others are felt in a moderate degree along our 
southern and western boundary. As we pro- 
ceed northward, however, the effect of these 
southern storms is felt in a less dcgree, until 
finally we seem to reach a region entirely be- 
yond their influence. It is these violent storms 
which render the region to the south so undesir- 
able as a place of residence. People who are 
not acquainted with these peculiarities of the 
country are liable to hold an opposite opinion. 
It is difficult to make people believe that the 
climate improves farther north. But when this 
exemption from storms is understood, the mat- 
ter is explained. A low temperature in winter 
is not unpleasant, when accompanied by a calm, 
dry atmosphere, while moderately cold weather, 
with frequent hurricanes and high winds, is al- 
most unbearable.

A BY-LAW to expropriate certain property in 
the town of Edmonton. 

WHEREAS it is expedient that Queen steet, 
one of the streets of the town of Edmonton, 
should be opened, changed and __— ex- 
tended by adding thereto the parcel of land 
hereinafter particularly described, and that the 
said parcel of land should be taken and expro- 
priated for that purpose ; 

THEREFORE the mayor and council of the mu- 
nicipality of the town of Edmonton, in council 
duly assembled, enact as follows : ‘ 

1. The parcel of land hereinafter particular- 
ly described is hereby taken and expropriated 
by the municipality of the town of Edmonton 
for the purposes aforesaid ; that is to say : 

All that part of lot number forty (40) in block 
number one (1) as shown upon the plan register- 
ed in the land titles office of the Northern Al- 
berta Land Registration District as Plan ‘‘A,” 
and also designated as lot lettered ‘‘V” as shown 
upon the plan registered in the said office as 
plan ‘‘A, 1,”’which part of the said lot is more 
particularly described as all thit portion of the 
said lot lying to the west of a line being the 
production southerly in a direct line to Jasper 
avenue of the easterly limit of Queen street, and 
which part of said lot contains by admea- 
surement 2,683 square feet, more or less. 

2. The said municipality hereby requires that 
any dispute arising Catgeen the municipality 
and any party or parties interested in the said 
lands hereby taken and expropriated shall be 
settled by arbitration pursuant to the municipal 
ordinance. 

3. The said municipality hereby authorizes 
the mayor, after any person interested in the 
said property shall have appointed, and given 
(lue notice to the mayor of Ris appointment of 
an arbitrator to determine the compensation 
to which such person is entitled, to appoint a 
second arbitrator, and to give notice thereof to 
such other party or parties. 

4. The mayor is hereby authorized totender to 
the said other party or parties a8 compensation 
for the property taken and the damages sustain. 
ed by reason thereof (which is hereby declared 
not to include the building upon the land) 
the sum of Seven Hundred and Fifty Dol- 
hans (3750.00).

brokers, Montreal; P. A. Peterson, chief engin- 
eer of the C. P. R. ; A. L: Hertzberg, engineer of 
the Ontario and Quebec divisionsof theC. P. R. ; 
D. McPherson, engineer of the eastern division 
of the ©. P. R. } W. A. Grant, private secretary 
to Mr. Van Horne. This party occupied the 
two private care Saskatchewan and Earnacliffe. 
Occupying official car No. 77 were W. Whyte, 
Winnipeg, superintendent of the Western divi- 
sion, J. Niblock, Medicine Hat, assistant super- 
intendent of the Western division, W. Cross, 
master mechanic of the Western division, and 
J. McGillivray, secretary of Mr. Whyte. Word 
had been received in Edmonton on Saturday 
night that the party was expected to arrive on 
Sunday morning. It was hastily and informal- 
ly decided that deputations from the town coun- 
cil and board of trade should wait on Mr. Van 
Horne in reference to the extension of a spur 
track to the actual river bank, opposite town. 
About half past seven o’clock Mayor McCauley 
and Councillors Strang, Fraser, Goodridge and 
Cameron and F. Oliver waited upon Mr. Van 
Horne, at the railway station, and stated the 
object of their visit. Mr. Van Horne at first, 
declined to consider the question of the stiggest- 
ed extension, but after some discussion decided 
that as it would tend to increase the volume of 
traffic over the road, the C. P. R. would operate 
the spur if it was constructed in a manner satis- 
factory to the company, so that the cost of oper- 
ating would be at a minimum, Mr, Van Horne 
suggested that the matter be laid before him in 
writing, on his return to Montreal, so that a 
definite arrangement could be entered into. 
Several members of Mr. Van Horne’s party 
drove to the brink of the bank to get a view of 
Edmonton, but had not time to cross the river. 
The special train pulled out about 8:30 intend- 
ing to reach Banff the same evening.
